THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


“Riverwind”’, the musical comedy that ran 51 weeks in New York and will open 
at the Cape Playhouse on Monday evening, July 18, is set in an idyllic little resort on 
the banks of the Wabash River in Indiana. The site is a familiar one to John Jennings, 
who is credited with writing the show—its books, music, and lyrics. Indiana is his home. 


The history of this particular show is somewhat unusual. In 1959, Frank Loesser, 
composer of such hits as “Guys and Dolls” and “Most Happy Fella’, saw an early draft 
of the musical and immediately recognized the quality of the work. Loesser advised 
Jennings on the best ways to prepare the show for a production and made arrangements 
for it to be recorded even before the show’s opening—a unique situation for an off- 
Broadway production. 


Just prior to the opening of the show all of New York’s major newspapers were 
closed down because of a strike. “Riverwind” opened on December 12, 1962, without 
benefit of any newspaper coverage of its generally excellent critical reception, and with- 
out any of the usual newspaper advertising. In spite of the handicap, audiences did 
become aware of the show’s existence and, more importantly, of its very human beauty.
